A Critical Moment for the Apple Watch 


I navigated the city using Apple Maps, which let me cache routes while connected 
to Wi-Fi and then track my progress using GPS. European travel expert Rick Steves 
guided me through the Colosseum and Vatican with his walking tour app. I researched 
wine tours in theTuscan countryside, messaged friends on WhatsApp, took pictures 
by theTrevi fountain, and corresponded with our Airbnb host, all with my iPhone. 


That's what this issue is all about— helping you plan and make the most of your trip 
using the device that's never far from your hand anyway (see pg. 41 ).This might just 
be our favorite issue of the year, and we hope you enjoy reading it as much as we 
loved putting it together. 


A little over a year ago, I had the good fortune to visit Rome. I visited the Italian capital's great 
historic landmarks, strolled along theTiber River each day, and sipped cappuccino in the morn- 
ing and Aperol Spritz in the afternoon. It was one of the richest experiences I've ever had, and 
also one that opened my eyes to how many opportunities mobile technology provides for trav- 
elers. I found that my iPhone held the key to almost everything I did while I was there. 


I usedYelp to find the best pizza and gelato (Frigidarium, hands down) and to discover 
new dishes, such as beef carpaccio drizzled with truffle honey and the authentic Roman 
pasta dish, Cacio e Pepe. 


Unlike the iPhone, the Apple Watch has not yet proven why it should become 
a central part of our lives. It wasn't until Apple's "Spring Forward" event in 
March that we learned of the full capabilities of Apple's first wearable, includ- 
ing its sale date of April 24. (See pg. 18 for a full rundown.)

Biomedical engineers at 
Columbia University have 
created a smartphone

The palm- 
sized accessory plugs into the smartphone's audio jack as a power 
source and to transfer data. It processes blood samples in less 
than 15 minutes, delivering the results to the smartphone app. 
While still seeking regulatory approval, its makers hope it will slow 
the spread of disease in Africa and other developing countries.

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fter months of anticipation, the Apple 
Watch is finally here, engendering all the 
excitement that only a new product from 
Apple can. It became available for pre-order 
and in-store demos starting April 10, with 
sales beginning April 24. While it's still 
unclear whether it's useful enough to be- 
come an integral part of daily life, the Apple 
Watch has already undoubtedly advanced 
the design, software, and functionality of 
wearable technology. 


DID YDU KNDW? 


What the Apple Watch Can 
Do Without an iPhone 

Like most wearables, the Apple Watch is not 
a standalone device. While it must be within 
range of your iPhone to complete most of its 
functions, here are a few things it can do on 
its own: 

• Play music and podcasts 

• Make Apple Pay transactions 

• Display boarding passes and movie tickets 

• Track workouts that don't require GPS 

• Keep time, sound alarms, and set timers 

• Control your Apple TV 


A COMMUNICATION DEVICE 


tions on your wrist to notify you of incoming calls, messages, 
and app notifications. 



You can also use the Apple Watch for messaging, a feature 
illustrated by Apple executive Kevin Lynch at Apple's March 9 
media event. During a demo. Lynch received a text message 
from his daughter, showing off the convenience of receiving 
a notification and responding via your wrist. Lynch's daughter 
said she was locked out of the garage in her message, and he 
replied saying not to worry, he would take care of it. He simply 
spoke his reply into the watch and then chose to send it as a 
text message. He could also have sent it as a voice message. 

He then used the Apple Watch version of the smart home 
security app Alarm.com to unlock the garage door. Next, a 
live-streaming video from the security camera in his garage 
appeared on the Apple Watch display, showing the garage door 
lifting and his daughter and her friend entering with their bikes. 

In addition to calls and messaging, Apple created a new 
"Digital Touch" feature for communicating between Apple 
Watches, including sending a drawing, sending a tap, or even 
sending your heart beat. 



What could be cooler than receiving a phone call on your 
wrist, Dick Tracy style? If nothing else sells the Apple Watch, 
this status feature will. As long as your iPhone is within Blue- 
tooth or Wi-Fi range, you'll be able to carry on a phone conver- 
sation by talking into your watch. 

Part of what makes the experience so different from using 
your iPhone is the Apple Watch's intuitive controls, such as 
waking the device when you lift your wrist and silencing a call 
when you cover the watch face with your hand. It's a subtler 
interface, incorporating haptic feedback to create light vibra- 


“A COACH ON YOUR WRIST" 

In describing the broad health and fitness functionality of 
the Apple Watch, CEO Tim Cook likened it to "a coach on your 
wrist." The Activity app tracks every movement you make dur- 
ing the day, creating personalized goals and weekly reports 
of your activity, including time spent moving, exercising, and 
standing. If you've been sitting too long (which research has 
shown is bad for your health), you'll get an alert reminding you 
to stand up. 
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While activity monitors like Fitbit have offered these fea- 
tures for years, the Apple Watch improves upon past efforts 
with its interface. The Activity app's three-ring design makes 
it easy to see how far you've come and what you can still 
achieve for the day. However, to take full advantage of the 
fitness capabilities, you'll want to bring your iPhone along with 
the watch when you run or cycle, because the Apple Watch 
doesn't have built-in GPS to track mileage (a feature that's re- 
cently come to some Android smartwatches).

The Workout app gives you detailed metrics for activities 
like running or cycling. Famous model Christy Turlington Burns 
made an appearance during the March 9 event, explaining 
how the Apple Watch helps her prepare for and run mara- 
thons. She spoke about her recent half-marathon, saying, 
"During the race I relied on the Workout app. It tracked my 


time, measured my distance, and pushed my pace." She also 
uses the solar watch face, which shows the position of the 
sun throughout the day, to help her figure out the coolest 
times to run. 

The Apple Watch also contains an optical heart-rate monitor 
that logs data and feeds it to the Health app throughout the 
day. Knowing your heart rate gives you a clear picture of the 
intensity of your workout, which is not only important in con- 
ditioning and endurance, but also to cardiovascular health. 


A TIMEPIECE 

Aside from all its other functions, the Apple Watch is, well, 
a watch, keeping time to within 50 milliseconds of the Uni- 
versal Time standard. Showing the date and time and setting 
a timer are functions the Apple Watch can do without being 
tethered to an iPhone. Apple has designed watch faces and 
hardware styles that it says give you a million possible com- 
binations. Designs range from strikingly elegant to cute and 
useful, like the Mickey Mouse face that has Mickey tapping 
his foot with every passing second. You can customize each 
face to show additional information, such as appointments, 
the date, and daily activity levels. 

A FASHION STATEMENT 



Cook continues to emphasize that the watch is the most 
personal and intimate product Apple has created — because 
it's a product you wear. And so Apple sought to make it attrac- 
tive as well as functional, creating aluminum and steel alloys 
that not only ensure strength but also style. 
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Apple is also attempting to tap into the high-end fashion 
market, offering an 18-karat gold Apple Watch Edition line. 
Models range in price from $10,000-$17,000. While it's some- 
what common to spend thousands on a premium watch, 
some might balk at this price tag for a first-edition device that 
will inevitably become obsolete. 


With the American Airlines app, you can ditch boarding 
passes in favor of waving your Apple Watch in front of the 
scanner at the gate. Similarly, at hotels, you can completely 
bypass the front desk by using SPG, the free app for Star- 
wood Hotels. It tells you your room number, lets you check in, 
and serves as your room key. 


QUICK TIP 


Connect Your Apple Watch 
and iPhone to the Same Wi-Fi 
Network 

While your Apple Watch usually communi- 
cates with your iPhone using Bluetooth, you 
can also pair the two devices by connecting 
to the same Wi-Fi network and enjoy the 
larger range it provides. 


THOUSANDS OF APRS 




The Apple Watch is a focal point for many brief interactions 
throughout the day with stock prices, business information, 
sports scores, Twitter trends, and flight information. All of 
these come to your attention either via glances (brief static 
messages on the display) or interactive notifications similar 
to those on your iPhone or iPad. In this way, you can receive 
information from, or interact with, the app without opening it. 
Or you can also go directly to the app to use all its features. 

Other popular apps available include Uber, Instagram, 
Shazam, Fandango, OpenTable, Twitter, WeChat, CNN, 
MLB.com, Evernote, eBay, NYTimes, Expedia, and ESPN. 


Like the iPhone and iPad, the Apple Watch is a multipurpose 
device limited only by the imagination of developers. Devel- 
opers have already created thousands of apps for the Apple 
Watch, many of them offering important conveniences. 


APPLE PAY AND SIRI 

The Apple Watch also supports Apple's new mobile pay- 
ment platform. Where once in-store purchases were limited 
to the iPhone 6 or 6 Plus, now Apple Watch users can make 
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in-store payments as well, even if they own an iPhone 5. And 
once set up, it's unnecessary to bring your iPhone with you 
when using Apple Pay with the watch. 

During the March 9 event, Apple executive Lynch demoed 
Apple Pay by using a Whole Foods terminal on stage. He 
double-tapped the side button and put his watch close to the 
scanner, showing how easy it is to use. An audible sound 
indicated that the terminal sensed the presence of the Apple 
Watch, and haptic feedback on his wrist indicated that the 
transaction was complete. 

Perhaps the biggest surprise was that you can get Siri's 
attention not only by pressing and holding the Digital Crown, 
but also by saying, "Hey, Siri." As with the iPhone and iPad, 
you can use Siri for a wide range of purposes, from asking 
about the weather to setting up a reminder. 


BATTERY LIFE AND STORAGE 

Leading up to the release, there was a lot of speculation 
about the battery life of the Apple Watch. While Cook says it 
has an "all-day battery life" of 18 hours, that number will vary 
depending upon frequency and type of use. Connecting the 
magnetic charger is simple: you hold the Apple Watch near 
the charger and it clicks into place. 


Although Apple hasn't said much about storage on the 
device, the company has reportedly confirmed that it comes 
with 8 GB, of which 2 GB is for music (space for about 200 
songs) and 75 MB is for photos. You can access the music 
and photos without being connected to an iPhone. 


PRICING ANG AVAILABILITY 

The price for the aluminum Apple Watch Sport starts at 
$349 for the 38-mm version, and $50 more for the 42-mm dis- 
play. The Apple Watch, made of steel, has prices ranging from 
$549 to $1 ,049. The 18-karat gold Apple Watch Edition starts 
at $10,000 and will have limited availability. Apple Watches 
can be purchased online and in Apple Stores. 

I think the Apple Watch is a winner. This is yet one more 
time Apple has envisioned a great product and lavished it 
with its usual attention to detail. The result is an attractive and 
useful gadget that offers convenience and a huge range of 
functionality.

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Are Apple's Automobile 
Plans Smart or Crazy?

ince its invention in 1886 , the automobile has held a special place 
in the public's imagination. Perhaps no product elicits as strong an 
emotional response as the car, which could explain why upon hear- 
ing rumors of Apple entering the market, I immediately wanted to 
see how Apple would meet the challenge. 
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According to Walter Isaacson's biography of Steve 
Jobs, the idea of building an Apple car is not entirely 
new. Isaacson found that Apple had briefly explored 
developing a wide range of products, including a car, 
even before deciding to develop the iPhone. When I first 
read Isaacson's book in 2011, I figured Apple executives 
must've briefly discussed it during a wild brainstorm- 
ing session but that it was too crazy for them to have 
seriously considered the possibility. As it turns out, ac- 
cording to a recent report by the Wall Street Journal, not 
only did Apple seriously consider the idea, it also cur- 
rently has hundreds of employees working on turning 
that idea into a reality. According to Bloomberg, Apple 
could release a "Tesla competitor" as early as 2020. 

So how crazy is the idea of an Apple car? While the 
idea is a bold bet, it doesn't sound quite as far-fetched 
to me as it did in 2011. There are several compelling 
reasons why it makes a lot of sense for Apple to de- 
velop a car, and also several reasons why it may be a 
bit too crazy to work. 


An Industry Ripe 
for Disruption 

Apple has grown into 
the largest company in 
the world by building 
the best operating sys- 
tem on the market and 
integrating it with beau- 
tiful hardware. In the 
next decade, two indus- 
tries will require a leap 
forward in operating 
systems: the so-called 
"Internet of Things" 
and the car. Apple has 
already announced an 
operating system for 
the Internet of Things 
with the launch of 
Apple's Homekit, so, 
in some ways, the car 
makes a lot of sense as 
the next great frontier. 

According to Mor- 
gan Stanley, a car's 


software currently makes up about 10 percent of 
its total value, but experts predict that within the 
next decade, that percent will rise to upwards of 60 
percent. Obviously one of the factors driving this 
dramatic shift is the invention of the self-driving 
car. According to the head of Google's autonomous 
driving project, self-driving cars will be street legal 
within 3-5 years. When cars become autonomous, 
people will stop making purchases based on horse- 
power and torque and buy based on software and 
design. These are Apple's two main specialties and 
could allow the company to successfully compete in 
the industry. 

Putting Apple's Money to Work 

Apple is one of the few companies lucky enough to 
have accumulated so much money it isn't sure how 
to spend it. At the close of last quarter, Apple had 
$175 billion in cash on hand. To put that in perspec- 
tive, that's enough money to buy Ford, GM, and Tesla 
and still have more than $27 billion left over. While 
having a lot of cash on hand is certainly better than 
the alternative, it still presents a lot of challenges. 
Investors expect Apple to be putting that money to 
work, investing in profitable new ventures, yet there 
are only so many investments that Apple can pursue 
at any one time. One of the auto industry's greatest 
challenges is also one of the reasons Apple may be 
seriously considering entering the market — it requires 
a lot of upfront capital. This means that not only is the 
auto industry ripe for disruption, but there are also 
very few companies capable of disrupting it. 

Expanding the Ecosystenn 

In the past couple of years, Apple has devoted a lot 
of attention to making its devices more interconnect- 
ed. With the launch of iOS 8, you can now start typing 
an email on your computer and finish it on your iPad, 
and you can answer a phone call and send a text from 
your iPad or Mac. By making its devices interconnect- 
ed, Apple is building a digital ecosystem of sorts. Once 
you buy an iPhone, the interconnectivity of devices 
means there are a lot advantages to buying a Mac over 
a PC or an iPad over a Kindle Fire. 

As cars become increasingly software centric, the 
Apple car could become the ultimate expansion of Ap- 
ple's ecosystem. The Apple Watch could serve as your 
car key and Siri could give you turn-by-turn directions 
while you stream music from iTunes Radio. Expanding 
the ecosystem keeps customers hooked on Apple's

Low Margins 

Apple's business 
nnodel is relatively sim- 
ple; it sells high-quality, 
high-margin electron- 
ics. In the 4th quarter 
of last year, Apple ac- 
counted for about 20 
percent of the total 
volume of smartphone 
sales. Yet in the same 
quarter, Apple account- 
ed for a staggering 93 
percent of the profits 
earned by smartphone 
manufacturers, accord- 
ing to a survey by finan- 
cial group Canaccord 
Genuity. According to 
analysts, the iPhone 6 
and 6 Plus have a profit 
margin of close to 70 
percent. 

Perhaps the biggest 
reason why Apple 
launching a car sounds 
a bit crazy is that the 
auto industry has never been a high-margin business. 

In 2014, Ford had $144 billion in sales and pocketed a 
little over $3 billion. That's a mere 2.21 percent profit 
margin. Toyota had a better year, with close to an 8 per- 
cent profit margin, but still not even in the same strato- 
sphere as the profit margins Apple is used to earning. 
Tesla is using a direct-to-consumer sales strategy that 
it is hoping will lead to profit margins upwards of 20 
percent; however, Tesla lost around $300 million last 
year and has yet to prove that this sales approach can 
be successful in the auto industry. 

Long Life Cycle 

One of the reasons Apple may be looking to expand 
into a new area is that it has seen a steady decline 
in iPad sales year-over-year for four straight quarters. 


One industry analyst is predicting that sales will be 
down 30 percent in 2015. One of the main theories as 
to why iPad sales are declining so sharply is that the 
life cycle of an iPad is longer than that of an iPhone. 
Whereas most people replace their smartphones every 
one to two years, many owners of older iPad models 
have not yet felt compelled to upgrade.

If Apple is disappointed by the life cycle of the iPad, 
it will be heartbroken by that of the automobile. Ac- 
cording to a recent study by IHS Automotive, the aver- 
age car on the road in America is over 11 years old. To 
put that another way, the average American car is four 
years older than the original iPhone. The combination 
of low margins and long lifespans makes the auto in- 
dustry an unappealing choice for Apple. 

Manufacturing Challenges 

Apple is widely regarded as having the best indus- 
trial design team in the world. On the back of every 
product sold by Apple you'll see the phrase "Designed 
by Apple in California." One thing you will never read 
on the back of an Apple product is "Manufactured by 
Apple in California." Apple outsources almost all of its 
manufacturing to third parties outside of the US. Tai- 
wan Semiconductor Manufacturing Company makes 
the A8 chip, Samsung and LG manufacture the dis- 
plays, and Foxconn assembles the phones. 

From Ford's assembly line to Toyota's "lean" manu- 
facturing system to Tesla's robotics, there are few 
industries as synonymous with manufacturing as 
the auto industry. And no car company in the world

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outsources its manufacturers. Even Tesla, which in 
many ways could serve as Apple's benchmark in the 
industry, not only manufactures its own cars, but has 
also revolutionized the process through the use of ro- 
botics. There are too many safety concerns to trust the 
complex process to a third party. If you thought "Bend- 
gate" and "Antennagate" were a big deal, wait until 
you hear about "Brakegate" and "Airbaggate." There is 
no way that Apple could outsource the manufacturing 
of a car, and while Apple is an expert in a lot of areas, 
manufacturing is not one of them.

Essential Guide to 
Family Sharing

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U p until recently, sharing your digital 
purchases with family was a huge 
inconvenience. In order to share an 
app or movie with a family member, 
you had to share your Apple ID, 
meaning you not only shared all your 
purchases but all of the app's data as 
well. So if you downloaded games 
you didn't want your kids playing with, tough luck! Thank- 
fully, Apple's new Family Sharing feature allows everyone 
in your family to share their iTunes purchases and co- 
ordinate schedules while still maintaining individual ac- 
counts. It allows up to 6 people — children or adults — to 
share their content with one another across 10 devices. 
Aside from gaining access to each other's music, apps, 
books, and movies, once you're set up, you can even 
create family calendars and reminders so everyone's on 
the same page.

If you have purchases that you don't want to share 
with your family, that's okay — you can easily hide them. 
And if down the road you would rather not use Family 
Sharing at all, that's fine too. You can leave your iCIoud 
"family" without any heartbreak. You can easily transfer 
children to different family groups. 

To use Family Sharing, each family member must have 
his or her own Apple ID. Yes, even the kids. While it's not 
necessarily a bad thing to share an Apple ID with your 
little ones, there will come a time when your children 
want and need their own accounts. Sharing an Apple ID 
also makes it impossible to use features such as Face- 
Time, iMessage, and Game Center with them. Have you 
heard your friends complain about their kids' apps and 
music automatically syncing onto their phones? That 
happens because their families share one Apple ID. Your 
kids will eventually grow up and move out, want to pay 
for their own content, and perhaps be part of a family of 
their own! 


Setting Up Family Sharing 

But how, exactly, do you use Family Sharing? You'll be 
happy to know it's a lot easier than you might think. All 
you'll need is your Apple ID and an iDevice running iOS 
8 or later. 

To start, go to Settings > iCIoud > Set Up Family Sharing 
> Get Started. Here, you'll confirm that you're the Family 
Organizer, which is a fancy title for the person who will be 


You'll be prompted to click through a few screens that 
tell you a little more about Family Sharing and what it 
offers, and then you'll see a screen that says "Share pur- 
chases" at the top. Though you're agreeing to share your 
purchased content with family members, remember that 
you can actually pick and choose the content that you 
share and download.

To create your child's

which alerts you, the Family Organizer, when someone 
in your family wants to make a purchase from the iTunes 
Store, App Store, or iBooks. You'll only have this option 
for the kids — not for other family members such as your 
spouse. 

Adding Family Members 

You can easily have up to six family members in your 
Family Group by going to Settings > iCIoud > Add Family 
Member. Remember, everyone must have an Apple ID 
to use Family Sharing. 

Once you send an invitation, the recipient will receive 
a notification with the option to accept or decline the of- 
fer. It's probably best to tell your family members about 
Family Sharing before inviting them, so they'll be expect- 
ing the notification. 

Create an Apple ID for a Child 

To invite your children under the age of 13 to Family 
Sharing, you're required to create an Apple ID for them. To 
prove parental consent, you'll be asked to enter the CW 
code from the credit card associated with your Apple ID 
(debit cards are not allowed). Though you must update the 
Family Organizer's payment method to a credit card in or- 
der to register your child's Apple ID, you may switch back 
to your previous card as soon as your child is transferred. 

Note: Add your credit card as your payment method 
before attempting to create your child's Apple ID by go- 
ing to Settings > iTunes & App Store > Apple ID > View 
Apple ID > Payment Information. 


Finally, you'll be asked if you'd like to share your child's 
location with your other family members. There's no 
need to add children under the age of 13 to your Family 
Group, as they are automatically added when you create 
their Apple IDs. 

Fliding Content from Family Sharing 

Family Sharing is awesome, until it's not. Downloading 
a song with explicit lyrics is okay for an adult, but you 
might not allow your 8-year-old daughter to download 
that song. That's where hiding purchases comes in. You'll 
need to use iTunes installed on a Mac or PC to hide and 
unhide your purchases. 

To hide certain purchases, open iTunes and find the 
Store menu on the top left of the screen. Click Store > 
Sign In and enter your Apple ID and password.

There's a reason why these smart, touch-enabled earbuds 
by Bragi received the 2015 CES Innovation Award. While The 
Dash can connect to your iPhone via Bluetooth like any other 
wireless headphones, they can also stand alone, thanks to 4 
gigabytes of internal storage that can hold up to 1,000 songs. 
They also double as an activity tracker, containing sensors that 
monitor your heart rate, oxygen saturation, distance traveled, 
and cadence. The accompanying Bragi iPhone app displays 
your fitness data and lets you do things like set exercise goals 
or adjust how much ambient sound you wish to hear. The 
Dash has a rather short three hours of play time, but comes 
with a compact charging case to remedy the situation. The 
earbuds weigh only 13.8 grams and feature a waterproof 
design, a touchpad, and scalable noise isolation that lets you 
adjust how much outside sound you want to hear.

The Hint is the oniy wireiess earbud of the bunch that does 
not have the option for stereo iistening, aithough there are 
whispers that Motoroia may have a set in the works. For now, 
the ione earbud fits secureiy in one ear and is convenient for 
iistening to a podcast on the go or accessing Siri by tapping 
the earbud's surface. Compared to the others, the Hint is a 
more economicai option, and comes in a variety of styies, 
inciuding bamboo, biack ieather, and canvas. Like the other 
earbud modeis, the Hint comes with a charging case that 
drasticaiiy increases an otherwise iimited battery iife. 


Earin ($199, ships Aprii 2015) 

if you are a music iover who prefers simpiicity, then the Earin 
is perfect for you. Earin ciaims to have created the worid's smaii- 
est wireiess earbuds, weighing 5 grams and measuring oniy 
14.5 mm x 20 mm. Piayback iasts up to 3 hours, but with the 
accompanying cyiindricai charging case, you can extend your iis- 
tening by 10 hours whiie in mono mode. To enabie mono mode, 
just piace one bud in the capsuie and it wiii automaticaiiy shut 
off and begin charging. With the Earin app, you can monitor bat- 
tery iife and adjust audio settings. When answering phone caiis, 
the sound wiii be transmitted to the earbuds; however, because 
the earbuds aren't equipped with a microphone of their own, 
you'ii need to use your iPhone to communicate back. C)

t's safe to say that most of our web-browsing 
routines go a little something like this: we log into 
Facebook, scroll briefly through our updates, black 
out for an uncertain period of time, and then myste- 
riously regain our senses hours later while clicking 
through our high school significant other's cousin's 
classmate's spring-break photo album. Occasionally, 
a YouTube video (or 10) sneaks into this schedule, 
usually starring cats. Eventually, we pass out with our laptops 
on our stomachs, as legitimate adults do. 


Two years ago, LA resident Bridget Hilton was meandering 
down that familiar digital rabbit hole when a YouTube video 
gave her pause. "You've probably clicked on it," she assures 
me over the phone. We're on a West Coast-to-East Coast call, 
and everything about her exudes California cool. "It's the viral 
one, where a deaf woman about my age hears her own voice 
for the first time. It's crazy." In fact, I do remember seeing the 
video, but the impact it had on me was drastically different 
than the effect it had on Bridget, as I likely proceeded with my 
usual snack-movie-nap routine after finishing it. 

For Bridget, the video of the woman hearing for the first 
time was an eye opener. After watching the video and re- 
searching a bit, the 15-year music industry vet discovered a 
staggering statistic: over 360 million people worldwide are 
hearing impaired. And while most of those afflicted can ben- 
efit from treatment with such devices as hearing aids, only 
a fraction have access to the proper technology. Determined 
"to recreate the moment from the video on a larger scale," 
she rang up a close friend, Joe Huff, who had recently left his 
own career in fashion with unformulated but serious altruistic 
goals. "He had realized that the only important thing in life 
is helping people," says Bridget, "and we both wanted to do 
something that mattered." At Bridget's kitchen table, they be- 
gan to draw up a business plan. 
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Companies likeWarby Parker and TOMS had piqued the pair's 
interest in social enterprise, and within hours, Bridget and Joe 
had settled on headphones as their personal conduit for global

first time; still, she vows that "watching eyes light up never 
gets old." At the time of press, LSTN had helped over 20,000 
people in the United States, Kenya, Peru, and Uganda to hear. 


For such a young, small company, LSTN's international 
reach is impressive. Bridget completed two more major mis- 
sions to China and Sri Lanka in the second half of 2014. To 
date, the headphones are available for retail purchase in the 
United States, Korea, Australia, and New Zealand, as well as 
online, with goals to expand the headphones' brick-and-mortar 
reach to Germany and the UK this year. With all of the positive 
press the company has been receiving — YouTube highlighted 
the company in a campaign about small businesses in 2013 — 
LSTN seems well on its way to becoming the next big thing. 


As we wind down our conversation, I can't help but ponder 
aloud how it is that a company with such a noble mission 
could have been born from such an ordinary act — by surf- 
ing the web, like I do every night. Ever nonchalant, Bridget 
chuckles and agrees. As we hang up, I'm still a little shell- 
shocked — can it really be so simple to change the world? 
LSTN's achievements prove that a positive global impact is 
sometimes only a few clicks away. Cl)

change. Thus, LSTN headphones were born, a sleek, high-quality 
marriage of Bridget's passion for music and Joe's design acu- 
men. For every pair sold, LSTN works with the Starkey Hearing 
Foundation to help restore hearing to a person in need. 


Even if you know very little about instruments or acoustics, 
you'll be impressed with the headphones' clear, resonant 
sound. Working with a small factory overseas, Bridget and 
Joe devised both over-ear and in-ear designs crafted from re- 
claimed wood, which Bridget believes creates a superior lis- 
tening experience. "Think of how many instruments are made 
of wood. Material affects sound," Bridget points out. 


The combination of wood and metal also makes for a sharp 
aesthetic. Remember how in middle school, you were fairly cer- 
tain that, somewhere in this world, an object existed that would 
make you instantly cool? (This was in the pre-iPhone era — for 
me, at least.) Well, these are the adult iteration of those adoles- 
cent imaginings, and unlike the accessories you dreamed up 
in middle school, they're actually effective. And they're sold at 
Whole Foods! No joke, wearing them decidedly makes you a bit 
more chic, and, more importantly, a better person.

I must admit that, as a journalist, it's in my nature to be cyn- 
ical. I like to know where my money is going, and to be sure 
that any donation I make will really have an impact. Bridget 
apparently feels the same way. At least, it would explain why 
since launching LSTN in the spring of 2013, she and Joe have 
gone on four major missions in the United States and abroad, 
taking the time to distribute hearing aids to "lines of literal 
thousands," she says. Over and over, she's witnessed first- 
hand the extraordinary moment when someone hears for the

ed a 2048 x 1536 canvas size, allowing me six layers to work 
with. (There is only one layer in the free version; sign up for 
additional tools.) This is perfect for painting and large-format 
printing to paper, aluminum, or canvas.

I began the piece with a rough sketch in Autodesk 
SketchBook (free). I like to use the Adonit Jot Touch sty- 
lus ($99.95), which creates true pressure sensitivity on my 
iPad and allows me to rest my hand on the screen while 
drawing. 

After finishing the sketch, I added a new layer on top, re- 
fined it in black, and then trashed the brown outline. I select- 


I set the pen up in the brush editor for the sketch, and then 
selected the taper and opacity for the variation in the line. As I 
moved to block in the color in the painting, I increased the size 
variant and brought the opacity to almost 100 percent. Later, for 
blending and finishing, I decreased opacity and size once again. 
You might also want to experiment with the new smear and 
synthetic brushes. 
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HOWTO MASTER AUTODESK SKETCHBOOK

Next, I blocked in the color of the composition. I lowered 
the opacity of the line sketch and placed it on the topmost 
layer in the stack, blocking in color on the layer below it. You 
can rotate the canvas as well as zoom in and out while you 
paint, which made it easier to work quickly and efficiently. To 
get the entire canvas back to 100 percent, simply double tap 
the top right corner of the canvas. 



Once I completed Phil's head, I added another layer below it 
and blocked in the rest of the foreground, which is composed 
of his body and the front chair arm. Next, I merged the two 
painted layers together, again making another layer below it to 
block in the back and rear arm of the chair. Once I was happy 
with it, I merged all the painted layers together. 

At this point in my work, I always duplicate the piece in the 
gallery. This insures I have another version to revert back to in 
case I mess up along the way. 
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Next I focused on the background. The app has some new 
style tools that make it easy to make rectangular shapes. By 
using the line tool, I made windows in the background. Us- 
ing the fill tool, I quickly colored in the walls and then placed 
a blue linear gradient to represent the sky. After finding the

Press 
the brush icon to access all brush- 
es, swipe up and down to scroll 
through different sets: Basic (Fa- 
vorites), Synthetic Paint, Smudge, 
Fine Art, Texture, Shape, Splatter, 
and Halftone. You can also con- 
trol Hardness, Radius, Opacity, 
Spacing and Rotation. If you have 
a pressure-sensitive stylus, you 
may tinker with it here to make it 
to your liking. (Be sure to turn on 


your pressure-sensitive stylus in 
preferences first.) 

Color Editor: Press the color 
icon to access the color wheel 
or to use the Copic marker color 
palette. Use the color wheel to 
find the right hue; use the center 
diamond to adjust saturation and 
brightness.

Layer Icon: Add photos, use the 
camera, or add a built-in template 
with the layer editor. You can re- 
order layers, control opacity, and 
change blend modes. Lock layer 
transparency gives you the option 
of recoloring only the active pixels 
on a layer. 
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outlined windows a bit distracting, I went for a simpler look. 
Clicking back on the wall layer, I turned on lock layer transpar- 
ency, sampled the wall color by pressing and holding on the 
background color, then quickly made the brown outlines the 
same color as the wall. 



Next, I brought in a background I created in another app, 
Pixir Express (free). I positioned it above the wall and gradi- 
ent and changed the layer from "normal" to "multiply" blend- 
ing mode. This in effect made the solid picture into a trans- 
parency. The whole background became much darker while 
retaining its texture.

Next, I added a layer above the blocked-in painting. I 
merged the wall and blue gradient layers to make a final layer 
above Phil. To add greater detail, I used my smaller light opac- 


ity brush and added more scribbles to the piece to bring the 
whole composition together. 

I strategically planned the order of the final layers so I'd have 
the ability to make changes later. In my painting, the back- 
ground was in the second layer, and the scribble blending was 
on top of it. This was an ideal setup, in case I wanted to change 
the background or go back and use another method of blending 
the main portrait. I like to keep my options open, as tomorrow 
is another day and brings a new way of looking at things. 



Here it is — the finished piece. I saved it to the gallery, where 
I could save a copy to the iPhone's built-in Photos app or share 
it via Twitter, Mail, iTunes, Facebook, Flickr, or Dropbox.
